The present invention, on the other hand, teaches 
association of chain and macromolecules onto extended surfaces. Further, Applicants 
respectfully submit that there is no indication regarding how to optimise the 
association of such molecules onto extended surfaces, let alone the employment of 
surface-destabilising substances in this regard, which is the subject matter of the 
present invention. 

Further there is absolutely 222 suggestion or motivation of this teaching in the 
cited references. Rather, this comes purely from Applicants' teaching. 

Thus, the present claims are patentable over WO 92/03122 in further 
combination with either Uster (4,944,948) or Klibanov. Reconsideration and 
withdrawal of the rejection is respectfully requested.
